All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  entitled  “An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations*,  as  approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provi- 
sions of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as 
in  said  law  ordered. 


Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)% 
per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  h^ve^been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  bj^^ove  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplement^  thereof. 

The  vacation  of  the  above  described  Stcfliat»<tmi  alleyj/  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits.

After  talking  with  Mr.  Walter  Birkhold  who  represents  the  First  Christian 
Church  regarding  the  maintenance  and/or  relocation  of  the  sewer  now  serving 
the  South  Side  Christian  Church  property  south  of  Pettit  Avenue,  the  engineers 
wish  to  make  the  following  recommendations. 

1,  That  the  present  sewers  be  kept  in  use  until  such  building  plans 
require  space  now  occupied  by  a sewer, 

2,  In  the  event  that  plans  for  buildings  on  the  site  may  require  sections 


shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  engineers*  recommendations,  with  the  event- 
ual discharge  into  the  twelve  (12)  inch  sewer  in  the  first  alley  north  of  Pettit 
Avenue  on  Harrison  Street, 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  their  program  is  to  be  a progressive  one,  the 
engineers  feel  that  all  sewers  be  retained  intact.  In  the  event  that  a section 
of  the  Belmont  sewer  be  built,  then  such  connection  as  is  used  now  by  the  South 
Side  Church  of  Christ  could  be  cut  off  and  connected  to  the  Belmont  lateral 
sewer.
